. Do people really understand? From year to year it be- 
comes increasingly difficult to say something new about 
Christmas, something that catches the attention in a way 
that past utterances have not. But is it so necessary to say 
something new? Perhaps the effort to discover the r igh t wor d, 
the appealing phrase, tends to obscure the stark reality of 
that which confronts us. We need to cut through the 
Christmas tree and the decorations, the cozy sentimentality 
and the warm, comfortable feeling, the sending of cards, and 
the counting of those received. If we are not just a little bit 
shocked, made to feel perhaps a bit uneasy, then we have 
not yet touched the reality of Christmas. 

And perhaps what should shock Us is not simply the 
fact that “he dwelt among us”; nor simply the disturbing 
awareness that I needed this. What must also get through to 
us is the mystery of human mediation— and this might cause 
us some uneasiness. It was only in an authentically human 
love that the love of God touched us. And it shall always be 
so. Not simply because “he lives always to make intercession 
for us”; but because the love of God never reaches us except 
in the community of human love. _ 

If being loved by God is always a mission, then 
Christmas is not simply the sending of the Son. It is\the 
mission of men. And the mission is one of mediation.

Matmen Shine 
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Saint Joseph’s varsity wrestling 
team found itself on the losing 
-end of a meet with Illinois Insti- 
tute of Technology, 20-11, Tues- 
day night in Raleigh hall. 

The Puma grapplers started the 
meet off quickly with two straight 
decisions in both the 1453 and 130 
pound divisions. The next Saint 
victory did not come until the 
167 pound match was won by 
freshman Dan lies, when he pin- 
ned his. opponent. 

The meet came to an end after 
a close "battle in the heavyweight 
division, in which Dale Stewart 
became the victim of a 3-2 de- 
cision. The meet spelled the second 
defeat of the young season for 
the Pumas, who now have a 1-2 
record. , 

The Pumas defeated Elmhurst 
College on Dec. 5, victory coming 
on the latttr’s home mat. Despite 
the margin (26-13), Coach Bill 
Jennings noted that the match 
itself was ’ closer than the score 
indicates since a few individual 
matches were decided by forfeits. 

Jennings took his team to Lewis 
College on . Dec. . 2 ...and . . returned 
with a 30-5 loss. He cited as one 
of the main reasons for the loss 
the fine physical condition of the 

Lewis wrestlers.

If the first three games are any indication, the Pumas may not be 
the pushovers many thought they would be this year. 

The Pumas are well on their way toward establishing the 1967-68 
campaign as the most successful in Saint Joseph basketball history. 
Although this year’s ICC standing is going to be a jammed-up affair 
with every team looking much improved from last season, the Saints 
can’t be counted out. 

The other teams in the league do not expect much from us this 
year. Barring injuries, we’re going to surprise quite a few teams and 
sneak in there somewhere. 

The Pumas have won two of three so far and they continue to jell 
with each game, so things look bright for the future. 

The good performance^ turned in by the new sophomores shows 
hope for future games. Ted Hillary, Bill “Stretch” Weliky, and Mark 
Hurtubise have performed exceptionally well and have shown poise 
and ability thus far. 

Hillary is hard to beat when he gets hot. He can hit from either 
the outside or the inside. Hillary, playing alongside of Lamm, who is 
also off to another great start, gives the Pumas another great one-two 
combination at the guard spots. 

Both he and Lamm are quick, excellent ballhandlers, and are 
exceptionally good shooters and hustlers. Their offensive punch and 
rebounding give stability to the team 'both offensively and defensively. 

Potts and Pohlgeers at the forwards supply additional offensive 
strength and also have been doing a good job on the boards." As the old 
saying goes, “you can’t score unless you have the bail,” and the ad- 
dition of a much-improved “Stretch” Weilky in the lineup makes Hoi- 
stem’s new Pumas once again dedicated “roadrunners” who can use the 
fast break as the difference of winning or losing a game.
